CIVIC RESPONSIBILITY 


The necessity of paying taxes is in- 
separable from the system of private 
ownership of real property, or real 
estate. It has frequently been argued 
that all real property should belong to 
the state and that private interest 
should be available on a rental basis 
only, dependent upon ‘the proper dis- 
charge of the state requirements. The 
actual working out of the scheme {8 
one that would lead into various com- 
plications at its inception. 

Whatever views one might hold re- 
garding the feasibility of the scheme 
referred to, everyone must concede 
that the private possession of proper- 
ty is.a privilege given by the state, 
with the understanding that the iIn- 
dividual owner will regard that owner- 
ship as a special concession, given 
with the understanding that he will 
discharge the requirements of organ- 
ized society, ‘by providing the revenues 
that are necessary to maintain the 
services that the pubHc demand, 

The ownership of real property is 
a trust given to the individual by the 
state. It is a gift from the state in 
the first instance; the right to succes- 
sion of ownership must be proven to 
the ‘state’s satisfaction. The state 
lays claim to an interest in the pro- 
ceeds of transfer under certain  cir- 
cumstances and reserves the right to 
confiscate the property to itself if 
the necessary conditions are not 
complied with.

state, The latter frequently finds. him- 
self in the position of being unable to 
discharge the obligations, no: matter 
how willing he might ‘be to do so.’ 

Recently-there hasbeen an’ all too 
frequent willingness to. dump the own- 
ership of property back on the state: 
People have acquired property in good 
times, accepting the responsibility of 
providing their share of civic revenues 

and demanding: that the. civic govern- 
ment provide: them with civic §' con- 
veniences. Yet when the bubble ‘had 
burst, and the bottom had fallen out 
of imaginary values, these people have 
been only too willing -to get out from 
under, throw the property. back on the 
municipality .and expect somebody: 
else -to assume the responsibilities 
that’ they have: decided to repudiate. 

The great need of the “hour - is: o 
willingness to accept civic: “responal- 
bility. Property owners should pay 
the taxes on the property that - they 
hold, even if it does not appear at the 
moment to be worth holding. © Other- 
wise Jet them turn ‘the: ownership 
over to somebody else that will pay 
the taxes. It is’ usually the non- 
revenue producing property that in- 
dividuals. want to forfeit. “It is not 
fair for a man to hold [his producing 
property and dump his vacant lands 
back on the city. 

But all the civic responsibility’ does 
not rest on the land owner. Every 
citizen receives advantages and ser- 
vice from the municipality for which 
he should be willing to pay his right- 
ful share. Thhe payment of rent does 
not always fully discharge the require- 
ments of organized society. 

The pressing duty of the hour. is to 
pay your taxes and enable the city to 
function as it should in providing 
schools and the other public services 
that add to the comfort and pleasure 
of life.

“That to these ends, wheat,. flour, 
and all products of wheat; the prin- 
ciple articles.of food; farm ‘implements 
and machinery; farm tractors; min- 
ing, flour. and saw mill machinery 
and repair parts thereof; rough. and 
dressed lumber; gasoline for the illu- 
minating, lubricating and fuel oils;
